PHILIPPI ASSEMBLY 


Formally Opened by Secretary 


of War Taft at Manila. 


HIS VIEWS ARE UNCHANGED 


reiterates H is Former Statements Re­ 


garding Independence of the Islands. 


Intimates That Misbehavior Will Re­ 


sult in Abolishment of Legislature. 


Manila, 
Oct. 
17.—Secretary 
Taft 
formally opened the Philippine assem­ 
bly In the National theater at 11:15 
a rn. In tho presence of a large crowd 
of people. 
In his opening address Mr. Taft 
reiterated his former statements re­ 
garding 
the Philippine 
Islands, de­ 
claring that his views announced two 
years ago regarding the Independence 
of 
the Philippine 
people were un­ 
changed. 
He did not believe that 
they would he fitted to govern them­ 
selves for at least a generation, but 
he added that the matter was entirely 
in the hands of congress. 
The secre­ 
tary denied 
emphatically that 
the 
United States had any intention of 
disposing of the islands, said he had 
absolute confidence in the Filipinos, 
denied that he was disappointed at 
their ability 
to 
legislate conserva­ 
tively and asserted his belief that they 
felt their responsibility and acknowl­ 
edged the necessity of supporting tho 
American government. 
Mr. Taft re­ 
frained from making any suggestion 
regarding specific legislation on the 
part of the Philippine assembly, but 
he recommended 
that attention 
be 
paid to the civil service. 
At 
the close 
of his address, 
Mr. 
Taft formally called the assembly to 
order, a short prayer was read by the 
only native Catholic bishop In the is­ 
lands and the assembly took a recess 
until 5 o’clock in the afternoon. 


Osmena Chosen President. 
Upon reassembling, the first busi­ 
ness was the selection of a president 
and Sergio Osmena, Nationalist and 
formerly governor 
of the Island of 
Cebil, was chosen. 
Senor Osmena Is 
a young man. 
He took no part in the 
revolution 
and is held in 
high es­ 
teem by the government and by his 
own people. 
All 
the 
assemblymen, 
Including 
Senor Oomez, whose election is to be 
contested, were then formally sworn 
in. 
The oath included an acknowledg­ 
ment of sovereignty and allegiance to 
the United States. 
The only business transacted was a 
selection 
of a secretary. 
The 
dele­ 
gates showed they had no understand­ 
ing 
of parliamentary law 
and pro­ 
cedure. 
Secretary 
Taft failed 
to satisfy 
some of the 
American residents of 
Manila regarding the 
policy of the 
American 
government. 
The general 
Impression 
is that his 
speech was 
plaeative. 
He 
intimated 
that 
mis­ 
behavior would result in the abolish­ 
ment of the assembly, 
but It is de­ 
clared that this contingency is not ex­ 
pected. 
Filipinos express no opinion 
of Mr. Taft’s speech, one way or the 
other.
